A TEXAS CYCLONE, 


Houses Demolished and Several Persons 
Lose Their Lives. 

Galveston, Tex., June 2.—A News special 
from Lott, Tex., says: Yesterday evening 
the vicinity of Durango was visited by a ter- 
rible cyclone. W. Y. McPhberson’s place was 
wiped from the face of the earth. The places 
of Philip Stevens, John Strawn, Lee Farmer, 
Tom Farmer, J. M. Anderson and J. P. Bolin 
were utterly demolished and Stevens Strawn, 
Mrs. Bolin, her two children and Lee Farmer 
hurt. Tom Farmer's child was injured and 
the place of J. G. Grace was demolished, but 
Grace and his family were secure in a storm 
house. 

At the place of W. T. Weffthers, his 
wife and five children and J. Reeves's wife 


and baby were all in the house. Mrs. 
Weathers and two children were killed, the 
other three children being dangerously hurt. 
Reeves had his leg broken and collarbone 
broken. Mrs. Reeves was severely hurt, and 
is still unconscious, while her baby escaped.

THERE JS A SPLIT, 


And Harrison and Blaine Are the Divid- 
ing Issues, 


THE HONEST DELEGATES FOR HARRISON 


While the Official Bosses Are at 
Work for Blaine. 


CLARKSON AND QUAY AT WORK. 


Rival Headquarters Established, and the 
Bosses Will Soon Commence to 
Spill the Boodle. 


Chicago, June 2.—(Special.)}—The ad- 
vance guard of the Minneapolis conven- 
tion is here by the theusands tonight. 

Everybody is talking. 

There are those who declare Mr. Blaine 
will be nominated on the first ballot. 
There are those who make a similar claim 
for Mr. Harrison, and those who believe 
the fight will be so bitter between the 
two as to result in the nomination of 
McKinley, Bob Lincoln or some other 
dark horse. 

Blaine has stated positively that he 
will write no more letters, and will make 
no public statement before the convention 
acts. He made that statement in Wash- 
ington yesterday. Mr. Clarkson is said 
to have a letter from him stating that 
he will not decline if nominated. 

Emmons Blaine, the plumed knight’s 
sop, is here. He says his father is in 
the hands of his friends. 

Mr. Clarkson Speaks. 

Mr. Clarkson spent yesterday here, and 
went up to Minneapolis this morning. 

“Mr. Blaine,” said he, just before leay- 
ing, “will be nominated on the first 
ballot.” 

Mr. J. Sloat Fassett, a delegate from 
New York, who was the republican nomi- 
nee for governor, is here. He says: 

‘In my opinion there is only one man 
in the minds of the coming convention 
and that is James G. Blaine. He is seen 
to have the votes of sixty of the New 
York delegation.” 

On the other hand, Chauncey Depew 
is here, and he says Harrison will be the 
nominee of the convention. Mr. Depew 
says he has always been a friend of Mr. 
Blaine; that he has supported him in 
three conventions and, would have done 
so in this; but he does not believe Mr. 
Blaine wants the nomination, for he has 
never intimated to him that his support 
was desired. He says he is, therefore for 
Harrison,*and that Harrison will be the 
nominee on the first ballot. 

The fight is already bitter and bids 
fair to be the bitterest the republican 
party has ever known. The Harrison men 
are claiming that Blaine has been work- 
ing for the nomination all the time, and 
has persistently knifed Harrison. They 
claim that he has many times assured the 
president that he would not contest the 
nomination, but would support him above 
all other men. The Blaine men, on the 
other hand, claim that Harrison had vil- 
lainously persecuted the Maine man, and 
that Blaine has said repeatedly that he 
can say nothing now to prevent his own 
nomination. 

Why They Are Mad. 

The authorized interview sent out by 
the president and his lieutenants to dis- 
grace the secretary of state has so anger- 
ed Mr. Blaine and his _ friends 
that there is a complete breach 
between the “secretary and the 
president. Indeed, it is so wide that 
Mr. Blaine declines to go to the white 
house—even to a cabinet meeting. Thus 
it is. The republican party is split wide 
open between Blaine and Harrison. 

There might be other names before the 
convention, but the fight is between these 
two. But there is time between now and 
the day for many queer things to happen. 

I came out with sixty-two Washington 
correspondents on a Pennsylvania special 
train. A poll of these correspondents 
showed thirty-six to believe Harrison 
will be the nominee, twenty-two who 
believe Blaine will be the successful one, 
and four believing in a dark horse. 


SWUNG BY THE ALLIANCE, 


The Farmers’ Alliance Seems to Have Cap- 
tured the Florida Convention. 


Tampa, Fila., June 2.—(Special.)}—Beyond 
a doubt the Farmers’ Alliance has captured 
the Florida democratic convention; that is, 
the alliance delegates, elected as democrats, 
have measured their strength, found that 
they number nearly 160, have “‘traded’”’ 
with the minority faction and are swinging 
everything their own way. They hold the 
balance of power and are exercising it with 
an iron hand. 

When the committee on credentials was 
chosen yesterday, the anti-Mitchell men 
were jubilant, for they figured it out that 
their side had a majority of the committee, 
about 22 to 20. This meant, they said, 
the seating of all the contesting delegations 
from Duval, Bolk and Washington counties, 
thus adding 38 votes to the anti-Mitchell 
column and assuring the defeat of the judge, 
but they had not figured on the alliance 
men who had places on the  creden- 
tials committee. They were evidently un- 
der some obligation to somebody, which it 
was not easy to determine. When the 
committee teok an informal ballot at 5 
o’clock this morning on the Duval county 
contest it stodd 24 in favor of the 
Mitchell delegation and 18 against. This 
was a surprise to everybody outside of the 
committee. The alliancemen had undoubt- 
edly done the business. 

It is now said that a secret deal has been 
made whereby the Mitchell men, in ex- 
change for the alliance votes, have bound 
themselves to stand solidly with the alliance 
delegates for an endorsement of the “Ocala 
demands” and the St. Louis platform. 

The suddenly developed strength in the 
Mitchell ranks makes this deal almost a 
certainty. The alliance holds all its cav- 
cuses and conferences secretly and individ- 
ually their delegates are as mum as oys 
ters. If the alliance has really accom- 


. plished what it has been working for three 


years, there must be “given the farmers 
credit for more shrewdness than has here- 
tofore been accorded them.

Colonel H. W. Lawton Visits the Military 
SchooL 

Dahlonega, Ga., June 2.—(Special.)—Colo- 
nel H. W. Lawton, inspector general of the 
United States army, visited the North Geor- 
gia Agricultural college on an official tour: 
last week. 

He was here three years ago and will be 
remembered as the gallant officer who cap- 
tured Geronimo, the celebrated Indian chief, 
a few years ago.

SUFFOCATED BY THE SMOKE. 


Further Particulars of the Horrible Disa 
ter in 'the Silver Mine. 

Prague, June 2.—Further particulars con- 
cerning the burning silver mine show that 
the fire begun in Maria shaft. Speaking 
tubes connect the surface with the various 
galleries. When the fire was discovered 
no response could be obtained from the 
tubes, but later, to the joy of the rescuers, 
voices came from the gallery next to the 
burning level. The dense smoke which 
killed four men using the water hose, they 
falling to an enormous depth among the 
flames and smoke, soon prevented further 
attempts to rescue the imprisoned miners. 

The smoke must have by this time pene 
trated all the galleries, and it is feared none 
of the entombed miners will escape. All 
carpenters are at work preparing coffins for 
the dead. The fire began at almost the low- 
est level. The mines belonged to the state 
and have been worked since the year 1330. 
They are the deepest in the world and yield 
fifteen tons of pure silver annually. 

Over one hundred bodies have been brought 
to the surface today. They were raised in 
batches of three. Oo one was rescued alive 
today. The scenes at the mouth of the pits 
today were heartrending. One woman fell 
dead and another went mad. The rescuers 
were encquraged in their work this morning 
by hearing a bell in an adjoining pit, where 
a number of miners are known to ~ impris- 
oned. The rescuers continue to work fear- 
lessly, though at great risk. Many were 
overpowered by smoke today and had to be 
drawn up to the surface. A panic was 
créated today when it became known that 
120 pounds of dynamite are stored in the 
mine, though the manager declares that the 
explosive is placed where it cannot be reached 
by the fire.

AND THEY WILL HAVE TO SETTLE IT 


The Ordinary of Richmond County Orders 
an Bilection for July 1st, on the 
Prohibition Question. 


Augusta, Ga., June 2.—(Special.)—The 
prohibition election has been called. It will 
be held Friday, July 1st, four weeks from 
tomorrow. The date was fixed upon by Or- 
dinary Walton this morning, after com- 
pleting an examination of the prohibition 
petition. The petition, as originally pre- 
sented by the prohibitionists, contains 967 
names. As it stands now after the verifi- 
cation, it contains the signatures of only 
284 qualified voters who desire to run the 
county dry. The ordinary, after a careful 
count, found: there were 2,277 qualified 
voters on the tax digest. The local option 
law requires that one-tenth of the qualified 
voters of the county shall sign the petition 
before the ordinary will have authority to 
issue a call. The prohibitionists have fifty- 
six names more than the requisite one- 
tenth, as there are 284 legalized petitioners 
on their list, and all they needed was 228 
signers. 

The anti-prohibitionists have withdrawn 
their caveat. Major J. B. Cumming, Hon. 
John S. Davidson and M. P. Carroll ap- 
peared before Judge Walton this morning. 
Major Cumming made a short address, in 
which he withdrew the caveat, as he said 
the judge had done all their clients wished 
done, which was that all ungualified peti- 
tioners be scratched from the _ petition 
and the old list of signers for the temper- 
ance cause not be counted, and that dupli- 
cated names be expunged from the petition. 

The prohibition fight is now on in reality, 
and there will be lively times in the city 
and county for the next thirty 
days. There will be a_ big rush 
of voters to Collector Bohler’s 
office to qualify, so as to make themselves 
eligible to vote either the wet or dry ticket. 
The registry books are now open and will 
be kept open until ten days before the elec- 
tion. 

James H. Warren, a colored man, went 
to the collector’s office and paid $10 back 
taxes sO he could vote the 
wet ticket. Mr. Ww. W. 
Anderson, a qualified petitioner who was 
on the prohibition list, called on Ordinary 
Walton and had his name taken from the 
petition. It is expected there will be from 
five to six thousand votes polled on the pro- 
hibition question. Each side is urging its 
supporters and followers to go and register. 

Will Sue for Damzges. 

Sallie Cobb, the mother of George Cobb, 
the little negro boy who fell into an open 
pole hole on Telfair street, on Monday 
morning, will bring suit for damages against 
the Thomson-Houston Electric Light Com- 
pany. -She claimed that the company was 
negligent in leaving the hole open without 
a covering at night. 

Colonel Rebert W. Hunt has resigned the 
office of color bearer, with the rank of ser- 
geant, on Oolonel I. C. Levy’s battalion 
staff. Colonel Hunt’s private affairs are 
such that he could not give the military of- 
fice the attention it should receive. Anoth- 
er reason for his resigning is that he will 
be unable to enter the state encampment. 
Colonel Levy will appoint Sergeant Hunt’s 
successor tomorrow. _ 


WOOTEN GIVES HIS VIEWS 


Concerning the Alliance and Talks of His 
Hace fér Congress. 


Albany, Ga., June 2.--(Special.)—Colonel C. 
B. Wooten has issued tie following address 
to the voters of the second congressional 
district: 

To the Voters of the Second Congressional 
District—There is an effort to use to my 
prejudice garbled extracts from a speech 
made by me on the 4th of July last to the 
Farmers’ Aliisnce of Callioun county; also a 
letter written by myself to Hon. Q. G. Ford, 
of Worth county, on the 18th of February 
last. The point sought to be made available 
to my injury, as I understand it, is that, in 
the speech, I expressed myself favorably to- 
wards the alliance, and that, in the letter, I 
invited the support of allilancemen and of 
delegates to the Cuthbert convention; where- 
as 1 am now, as it is. alleged, opposing the 
nominee of the Cuthbert convention, and 
denouncing that convention as a third party 
movement. ‘to my surprise, I learn further, 
that it is reported that 1 denied having writ- 
ten the Forti letter. I made no such denial. 
A friend of Mr. Stevens said, at Worth court, 
that he did not have the letter before him, 
and, in undertaking to state its contents, 
represented me as having said in that Ietter 
that if I could not get the endorsement of 
the Cuthbert convention I ‘‘did not want any 
outsider to have it."’ I disclaimed having 
written these words, and I called for the 

roduction of the letter. It was not produced. 

went on to say that I had written a letter 
to Mr. Ford as my friend who had promised 
me his support, and that I had requested him 
to see the delegates from Worth in my be- 
half, but I denied having used the language 
ascribed to me by this friend of Mr. 
Stevens, andthe letter, as published sustains 
me in that denial, for it contains no such 
language. 

Both the speech and the ietter are published, 


.and I will not prolong this address by incor- 


porating them herein. Now, what I desire to 
suy is, that in that speech and in that 
letter; when I refer to the alliance [ me un 
the alliance as an industrial organization, for 
such I understand to have been the purpose 
of its formation. As such an organization, 
as an institution designed to advance the in- 
terests of agriculture, to make better farmers 
and better citizens, and, if you please, to in- 
fuse a spirit of increased vigor and energy 
into the democratic party in the zreat effort 
te reform the abuses of the republican party; 
as an institution designed for these ends, it 
was grand in conception, noble in purpose, 
and worthy the confidence of good men. In 
this view of the matter I have a ie a thonght, 
and have repeatedly said that if 1 had been 
eligible I would have been a member of the 
alliance. And why not? A farmer myself, 
with nearly the whole of the little all 1 pos- 
sess invested in farming; the son of a farmer, 
and affected by the traditions and associa- 
tions incident to that condition, I could not 
be otherwise than in full sympathy with the 
farmer in whatever concerns the interests of 
his vocation, and I am ready to co-operate 
with him in @hy manner calculated to promote 
his welfaré as a farmer. His interest Is my 
interest; his people are my people. and his 
destiny is my destiuy. In this sense, and in 
this sense alone, I have always been identified 
with the true spirit of the alliance movement, 
though not actually a member of the order. 

It is.in this sense thut I am accustomed toa 
refer fo the alliance. There is a broad dis- 
tinction between the alliance in the sense 
just stated and the alliance converted into a 
third party political machine. It turns out to 
be unfortunately true that a very large pro- 
portion of alliancemen are seeking to carry 
the alliance into the third party. It is against 
this effort that I make war, and not against 
the alliance as such. The blame is to he 
charged, not to the alliance proper, not to 
the alliance when true to its original purpose, 
but to the third party men who are en- 
deavoring to make use of their connection 
with the alliance to convert that institution 
into a mere political machine. 

Now as to the Cuthbert convention. 

No man ean truthfully say that I ever re- 
quested or authorized him to place’ me in 
romination before that convention.

AN EXPRESS ROBBERY.

A Wells & Fargo Car Entered—How the 
Robbers Secured the Money. 

Guthrie, Oklahoma, June 2.—Details of the 
robbery last night of the Wells-Fargo express 
car of the Sante Fe passenger train make a 
story of unexampled outlawry on the part of 
bandits and brave resistance on the part of 
~ custodians of the express company’s prop- 
erty. 

The robbers were at work the best part of 
an hour attempting to intimidate the express 
messengers into submission and during all 
that time the messengers were risking their 
lives in defense of the company’s property. 
The robbery was an unique one in the history 
of Indian Territory outlawry. In the first 


place the robbers got everything in sight, | 


Again, during the battle between the mes- 
septs and bandits in which nearly 200 shots 
e fired, not a man was wounded. Then 
again, the robbers were of gentlemanly ap- 
pearance and deportment in their relations 
with the trainmen, who were not pressed 
into their service, and with the passengers 
several of whom conversed with the robbers’ 
leader. Finally the robbery was doubtless 
committed by the notorious Dalton gang, for 
whom large rewards are still standing and 
who were even then being tracked by a detec- 
tive and his posse, who were behind them no 
_ te - ses journey on horseback. 
was o’clock when the train r 
Red Rock, in the northwestern part of ‘Seen 
and Missouri reservation in the Indian strip. 
Just as it was pulding out a few minutes later 
two men, with black masks covering their 
faces, Jumped suddénly in the engine’s cab 
from the tender, and covering the engineer 
and fireman with their revolvers, commanded 
them to run the train down to the stockyards 
and to stop at a given signal. Carl Mack, 
the engineer, and Frank Rogers, the fire- 
man, obeyed the command. To have resisted 
would have meant their death. When the 
train stopped the two robbers were joined by 
five masked companions. Their leader com- 
manded the engineer and fireman to walk 
back to the express car and commanded the 
fireman to break open the door with his coal 
pick. F. C. Whittlesey, the messenger, and 
J. A. Riehl, the guard, anticipating what was 
going on when the train came to a standstill, 
had blown out the lights in the car and re- 
fused to allow any one to enter. The ban- 
dits then opened fire on the car from all sides, 
but the two. men within responded promptly, 
aiming all their shots at the door. The high- 
waymen shot into the car from all quarters, 
even getting under it and shooting through 
the floor. Their firing, however, was of no 
effect, for the messengers bravely stood their 
ground. In the meantime one of the robbers 
had chopped a hole in the door of the car, 
large enough to admit a man’s body, and the 
fireman was told to crawl through it into the 
car. This placed him literally between two 
fires and Engineer Mack, seeing that it meant 
death to his companion, explained the situa- 
tion to the messengers within and told them 
to cease firing. When the robbers at last en- 
tered the ¢xpress car, they covered those 
within with their guns and with a sledge ham- 
mer and chisel broke open both the way and 
through safes and robbed them of everything 
of value. They also took $50 and a gold 
watch from the guard of the express coach. 
They Were Very Polite. 

Messenger Whittlessey had hidden his money 
and watch and the robbers got nothing from 
him. The robbers are described by several 
of the passengers who talked with them, as 
being well dressed and of gentlemanly ap- 
pearance and bearing. This is especially true 
of the leader who apologized to the engineer 
for a rough remark made by one of his crowd 
and promised him that it should not occur 
again. The leader, in conversation with a 
passenger, asked for some smoking tobacco. 
The passenger reached into his coat tail 
pocket for it when the robber told him if it 
was in his hip pecket he had better not at- 
tempt to get it. 

The amount secured by the robbers is un- 
known, as the express company has made no 
statement. After the robbery the men 
mounted their horses and rode off to the 
southwest. The Daltons are charged with 
the crime. Judging from the description 
given of the robbers by those who are ac- 
quainted with the Daltons, it was undoubt- 
edly the notorious gang. A detective and 
posse had been on the latter’s track far some 
time. Only a day or so ago, one of the gang 
bought thirteen cartridges at Oklahoma, and 
afterwards escaped the vigilence of his pur- 
suers. A strong posse was organized here 
late last night and went up to the scene of 
the robbery on a freight train. It is thought 
the robbers can be easily tracked on account 
of the wet ground.

The Outlook in Northeast Georgia. 


Athens, Ga., June 2.—(Special.)—The 
crop outlook in northeast Georgia is very 
bright, and with good seasons the farmers 
of this section will gather more bountiful 
harvests than they did last year. 

The cotton crop, while somewhat late, 
is generally in splendid condition, and prom- 
ises to yield fully as much, if not more, per 
acre than the crop ef lagt year. A marked 
decrease in the cotton acreage is everywhere 
apparent. In some counties the decrease 
goes as high as 30 per cent, while in others 
it is not higher than 10. An average de 
crease in the cotton acreage of 20 per cent 
is about the true status of affairs. 

This decrease is made up, however, in the 
Increase of the cereal crops. 

It is remarked on all sides by prominent 
farmers that the grain acreage in this sec- 
tion is larger than it has been for many 
= More wheat and oats and corn have 

n planted than ever before, and the crops 
give promise of rich yields. 

Interviews with several leading farmers of 
this section reveal the fact that wheat will 
be a crop this year. it is not very 
high, but it is well fruited. Some little 
rust is appearing on the blade, but not 
enough to work any material damage to th 
grain. . 

Corn has been planted in abundance and 
is getting along finely. Just now a little 
rain is needed in this section, as it has been 
pretty dry here for the last five or six 
weeks. The oats that were planted last 
fall will yield an abundant harvest, but 
spring oats are not doing so well. The 
farmers generally planted oats in the fall 
and they will accordingly realize a profit 
upon the work. 

The fruit crop is an abundant oge also. 
The apples do not appear in great profusion 
but the peach trees are absolutely burden 
with fruit. The question now _ bothering 
the farmer is what to do with all the fruit 
when it ripexs. 

‘The farmers have nothing to cemplain of 
in this section, and if the seasons are propi- 
tious they canpot help from prospering.

It was a happy thing that the oorner 
makers were caught and smashed, but 
the distressing feature is that their fall- 
ure will hurt many dealers who, having 
corn on consignment, sold to the Coster- 
Martin broker in the pit at $1 agd report 
ed the sales to the owners of the corn. 
The commission men will have to pay the 
owners $1 for the corn, but will have lit- 
tle chance of collecting much out of the 
defunct firm. It was a squarely drawn 
battle between gambling and legitimate 
business, and business finally triumphed, 
but came out of the ring with heavy 
losses. - 

A Touch of Prosperity. 

Following the encouraging reports of 
the commercial agencies, The Constitu- 
tion's favorable crop news will make it 
apparent that we are entering a period of 
comparatively good times. 

With plenty of easy money at the cen- 
ters, beginning to make its way outward, 
and with the almost certain prospect of 
good crops, it is safe to say that the fall 
will find us in good condition, with trade 
and industry enjoying almost a boom. 

Our crop reports make a splendid show- 
ing for diversified agriculture. Our far- 
mers have wisely decreased their cotton 
acreage about 25 per cent, and have 
given their attention to food crops for 
man and beast. ‘They have gone to 
work in the right way to make themselves 
independent, and their economy during 
the past two or three years will leave 
them more hard cash this fall than they 
have had in a long time. The big fruit 
crop now in sight will bring large sums of 
money southward this summer, and the 
general revival of confidence bids fair to 
make times improve right along. 

Debt-paying, economy and diversified 
crops are at the bottom of this improve 
ment. If our farmers had lived extrava- 
gantly and relied on cotton alone the out- 
look would be gloomy enough. As it is, 
they changed their policy just in time to 
profit by its beneficial results. 

As a matter of course the republicans 
point to our prosperity as the natural 
Sequence of their tariff and financial leg- 
islation, but every farmer with sense 
enough to get out of a shower of rain 
knows that he is getting along in spite of 
the republican system, and not because 
he is aided by it. Our success this year 
only intensifies the desire of our people 
to smash the robber tariff and the oppres- 
sive financial system now in our way in 
order to give our crippled business and 
industrial interests a fair field and a 
fighting chance. Still, it is something to 
be thoughtful for that we have this gleam 
of sunshine, and that we may now look 
forward to a season of prosperity not 
paralleled here in the south for the past 
three years or more. Our material prog- 
ress is assured, and we do not believe 
that our political enemies will ever suc- 
ceed in arresting our development, unless 
our own factional divisions should give 
them full sway in the south. Such crim- 
inal folly on our part is not to be contem- 
plated, and we take it for granted that 
our people will make their solid work 
and solid votes securely guard their ris- 
ing industries, their civilization and their 
sacred right. of local home rule. 


Gold and Silver. 


The Savannah Press says that The 
Constitution admits that the silver dollar 
is worth only 70 cents in gold. As a 
matter of fact The Constitution made no 
such admission. That sort of folly be 
longs to the argumentative trappings of 
the goldolators. The silver dollar is worth 
as much as a gold dollar anywhere in the 
United States. What The Constitution 
did say was that the bullion in a silver 
dollar is worth 70 cents in gold, and 
it is this fact that is destroying the agri- 
cultural prosperity of the south and west 
and building up that of India. 

We observe that The Press falis back on 
the threat with which the goldbugs of 


Wall street and the east alarm the igno-— 


rant—namely, that the free coinage of 
silver will drive gold out of the country. 
We judge from the awed tone in which 
The Press makes this announcement that 
the editors have been reading some of 
Murat Halstead’s eastern arguments with 
wild western trimmings. It is to be 
hoped, however, that Hditor Stovall is 
having no such experience with the sil- 
ver question as Editor Halstead. That 
son of thunder is in a state of mortal 
agony in regard to free coinage. When 
he sets out to discuss it, the steam rises 
from his herculean frame, groans issue 
from his manly bosom, and in a burst of 
rage, he hoarsely cries: “Would you drive 
gold out of the country?” 

The trouble with these convulsions is 
that they have been going on ever since 
the Bland-Allisqn act was brought for- 
ward. The pathology of the goldbug dis- 
ease if fairly written out would be the 
description of a series of conniption fits 
brought on by contemplating the possibil- 
ity of running gold out of the country. 
The Bland-Allison act was to run it out, 
but, strange to say, the treasury began 
to accumulate gold when that law went 
into operation. When the law was super- 
ceded by the Sherman act of 180, gold 
began to go abroad until $75,000,000 had 
disappeared, and the bulk of’it has never 
been coaxed back. At present the United 
States treasury holds only about $13,000,- 
000 over and above the redemption fund. 

‘There is no more reason to believe that 
free coinage ‘would be more effectual in 
running gold out of the country than 
the Bland-Allison act was, but let us take 
the bull by the horns, as it were, and see 
what sort of an animal he is, Let us 
admit that free coinage will drive gold 
out of the country. What will be the 
result? The greatest trouble will be in 
restoring Editor Halstead and some of

treasonable in the view of men who go 
about preaching that the “gold d is 
the measure of value,” that “ is 
always at par,” and kindred absurdities; 
but the whole matter may as well be put 
on a common sense basis at once. If the 
remonetization of silver will drive gold 
out of the country let it go. If it will 
only stay when it has the privilege of 
robbing the people, the sooner it goes 
the better. It is better that every 
dollar of gold should be driven out of the 
country than for our cotton and wheat 
growers to continue to be the victims of 
British rapacity, and the debtors of the 
country to be robbed by the constantly 
increasing value of gold. 

We therefore say to The Savannah 
Press that the real or imaginary exporta- 
tion of gold from this country is a very 
cheap price for the privilege of remone- 
tizing silver. 

But, our contemporary will say, this 
will plaee the country on a silver basis. 
Precisely so. Better a thousand times the 
silver basis than the gold basis. If we are 
to have the silver standard, give us the 
silver standard all the time. But this 
will put us on a level with India. Well, 
why not? India is getting 14 cents a 
pound for her cotton and $1.20 a bushel 
for her wheat. Why not lift the Ameri- 
can farmers at least to the level of the 
Indian farmers? 


The Press Must Be Free. 

The proposed bill excluding from the 
mails newspapers containing medical or 
other advertisements, supposed by the 
postinasters to be indecent or immoral, 
is dangerous in the extreme. 

it makes postmasters censors of the 
press. There are laws already against 
publishing or circulating immoral, debas- 
ing and criminal matter, but the person 
charged with such an offense should be 
tried before he is punished. Our objec- 
tion to the bill alluded to is that it pun- 
ishes & man before his trial by prac™ 
cally confiscating property which loses 
its value if it is delayed in the mails. 

The bill is an outrage and the repre 
sentatives of a free people should 
kill it. 


Typically Republican. 

After all that has been said abow®’ fife 
Blaine boom, all the indications are that 
it is in a state of practical collapse. All 
the efforts of Platt, Quay and other hus- 
King republican leaders to bidw the 
breath of life in it have failed, and the 
cause of the failure is plain to everybody 
who takes even a passing interest in the 
republican situation. 

The Blaine movement is not the result 
of a popular demand, but is engineered by 
a few politicians who have political griev- 
ances against Mr. Harrison. It is purely 
a personal affair, and has no bearing 
whatever on Mr. Blaine’s relations to 
the great mass of republican voters. 

We have no doubt that If the rank and 
file of the republican party could have 
their way, Mr. Blaine would be the nomi- 
nee, but the Minneapolis convention will 
be controlled by the politicians and not 


‘by the voters. Moreover, the delegates 


have been selected with a view to the 
renomination of Mr. Harrison, and we 
see nothing to prevent the consummation 
of the administration’s plans. 

Mr. Blaine’s letter to Clarkson settled 
his candidacy: It is now saifi that the 
letter was forced from Mr. Slaine by the 
constant demands of Mr. Harrison, 
amounting to threats. As this statement 
is put forth by a strong friend of Mr. 
Blaine, it takes the shape of a curious 
corroboration of some remarks attributed 
to Mr. Watterson to the effect that the 
secretary is in a weak condition physic- 
ally and mentally. No man in strong 
physical and mental health could have 
been induced, even by bulldozing and 
badgering, to write the Clarkson letter 
if it did not embody his real sentiments. 

The statement attributed to Mr. Wat- 
terson is to the effect that Mr. Blaine 
could never serve out his term if elected, 
even if he lived to be inaugurated. “He 
is slowly dying at the top, as anybody 
can see who is adnitted to his confidence. 
He is incapable of mental work.” This 
may be spurious; it lacks the true Wat- 
tersonian flavor; but it coincides with 
what the public has been led to believe 
in regard to the condition of Mr. Blaine. 

We think Mr. Blaine is out of the race, 
taken out not only by his own letter, but 
by the plain fact that the Harrison admin- 
istration has, from beginning to end, been 
a typically republican affair. It has been 
mean, narrow, spiteful and sectional, and 
therefore typically republican. It has 
developed Wanamaker and his methods, 
and it has clung to Raum through thick 
and thin.

FIRST PATIENT RECEIVED YESTERDAY. 


Officers in Charge of the Hospital—The 
First Dinner—Rules and Regula- 
tions Governing the Patients. 


The Grady hospital was opened yesterday 
and the first applicant is now resting un- 
der its roof. . , : 

Applicants in person and the friends of 
applicants who were not able to go them- 
selves, citizens generally and few physicians 
ms up a steady current of visitors during 
the day. 

The first invalid to apply to the board for 
admission into the hospital was Henry 
Hughes. He was a non-resident, however, 
and afflicted with a chronic malady, for 
which reason he was not accepted by the 
board. Several other applications were re- 
ceived and examined, but they failed to 
come Within the purview of the rules and 
regulations, and were threfore declined. 

Other applications received yesterday af- 
ternoon will be entertained today, and it 
is probable that several more inmates will 
be received into the hospital before night. 

The charity patients that enter the hos- 
pital will be assigned to the different wards; 
according to their sex or color, while the pa- 
tients who are able to pay for their treat- 
ment will be given separate rooms. Every 


| class of patients, however, without regard 


to their circumstances, will be tenderly 
nursed and skillfulty treated by the phy- 
sicians. 

The First Dinner, 


The savory odor of good cooking, that 
came up through the long passageway lead- 
ing to the kitchen, saluted the visitor yester- 
day as he went down to look through the 
hospital. When the hour for the meal ar- 
rived a neat table was spread in the base- 
ment of the building and the first dinner 
around which the officers and nurses of the 
hospital sat was served: 

The Officers in Charge. 

The officers in charge of the hospital are 
the superintendent, Dr. <A. Fensch, the 
house physician and surgeon, Dr. H. L. 
Gill; the senior assistant, Dr. Nolan; the 
junior agsistant, Dr. C. J. George, and the 
matron, Mrs. A. Fensch. Then, there are 
twelve nurses, male and female, besides a 
corps of eighteen other servants, includin 
the engineers, cooks, chambermaids an 
other employes. 

No physicians except those of the medical 
board will be allowed to attend the charity 
patients. Patients, however, that are giv- 
en separate rooms, will have the right to 
call in any physician or surgeon they de 
sire: No capita: operation will be per- 
formed upon any patieat without the approv- 
al of the other surgeons. The students of 
the two medical colleges, by paying a termal 
fee of $5, will be allowed to witness the 
operations. 

Rules Governing the Patients. 


No food or drink sent or brought by the. 
friends shall be received by him without the 


permission of the house physician and sur- 
geon. Patients are not allowed to purchase 


‘any article nor to request any attendant to 


make such purchases for them without the 
consent of the superintendent. No use of 
tobacce in any form nor intoxicating liquors 
of any kind will be allowed. ‘They will not 
be allowed to show visitors through the 
building, nor to leave their wards until after 
the morning round of the © physician. 
strict watch and a careful supervision of the 
hospital will be exercised by the superin- 
tendent and his assistant officers. 

There is no telling the good the Grady 
hospital is going to bring about. Every pa- 
tient nursed back to life and cripple who re- 
gains the use of his limbs by being cared for 
under its roof will go out to advertise At- 
lanta and to publish her good works abroad. 
Bat the hospital was not built for an ad- 
vertisement, it was built from a desire to 
benefit suffering humanity and an impulse 
of gratitude to do honor to Henry Grady’s 
memory, aid it will do it.

Lamson Bros. & Co.'s Grain Letter. 


By Private Wire to A. P. Youngblood. 

CHICAGO, June 2.—Ruesian news reports 
some rain in dry localities. Paris and Ant- 
werp markets are depressed, 10 to 37 1-2 cen- 
times lower. Some unfavorable crop reports 
in Germany and Austria caused a little ad- 
vance in Berlin. Liverpool is a shade higher 
and London a little lower for cash, unchanged 
for futures. Clearances were larger, aggregat- 
ing 700,000 bushels. A few larger specula- 
tors still remain short on large lines of July. 
We think a majority of the trade have made 
up their minds that the crop must be light 
and that lower prices are very improbable. It 
is an unusual circumstance to have the price 
of grain advance the fore part of June, but 
when so much depends upon the belief of the 
speculators and conditions of the weather, it 
seems to us that improbable things are likely 
to happen. Sample lots of ungraded corn 
were again firm and higher. All offerings 
are quickly absorbed by shippers. Oats were 
in good demand, supply light. It is difficult 
fo say how fthé’stringency in corn can be re- 
lieved very soon. Farmers are so backward 
with their work that even where the corn is 
planted and fairly up, it is very difficult to 
cultivate, and like all wet seasons requires 
more and closer attention than usual, with 
less than two-thirds the time in which to do 
he work. Some enthusiastic speculators say 

we have hot weather after so much mois- 
ture it will ruin the wheat and if we do not 
have hot weather corn will rot in the ground, 
or refuse to grow after it comes up. there- 
fore, we must have a light crop of either 
Wheat or corn. Packers continue to be free 
sellers of hog products and quite generally be- 
os we will see lower prices in the near 
uture.

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The Story of the Coster-Martin Corner 
| In Chicago. 


IT WAS SPECULATORS AGAINST DEALERS 


The Floods Prevented Delivery of the 
Corn Boughtin the Country, and 
aSqueese Was Attempted. 


The cyclone that smashed the Coaster- 
Martin corner in the Chicago board of trade 
Tuesday was one of the most remarkable 
exhibitions of desperate commercial gam- 
bling that has been seen in this country. 

Within a few pulse beats of that mad 
crowd corn jumped from 80 cents to $1, and 
wild offers were made to sell at $1.50 and 
$2 in anticipation of a stampede by the 
shorts. All at once something dropped and 
the price fell by dizzy stages from $1 to 50 
cents. 

Coster & Martin’s deal fell with a crash 
and the operators in the corn exchange lost 
from two hundred and fifty thousamd to a 
million dollars. 

The deal originated when legitimate grain 
dealers, having bought 500,000 - bushels of 
corn in the country, sold it for May delivery 
at 40 cents, thinking there was plenty of 
time to bring it in. Floods delayed transit 
and full delivery became impossible. Coster 
& Martin then bought largely of corn and 
began to bull the market, which appeared 
hopelessly short. Thus from Saturday to 
Monday they forced the price from 50 cents 
to $1, and it bégan to look like it Would go 
to $2 in the excitement. 

The Chicago Tribune gives a graphic ac- 
count of the scenes in the pit. Here is the 


interesting part: 

When the big bell boomed for the opening 
of business on the board of trade the young 
men composing the firm of Coster & Martin 
would not have accepted a cent under $250,000 
for their chances of cleaning up $250,000 be- 
fore the tap of the closing bell. Ninety min- 
utes later the gigantic deal, which has been 
the talk of the trade for weeks, collapsed and 
the house went down with a crash that jarred 
all others in the business, leaving losses scat- 
tered all about. 

Every one’s interest was centered in corn. 
It was the last day of grace for the shorts, 
who had stood out and had seen the price 
creep around from 40 cents to 50 cents and 
then go bounding from that to 80 cents. The 
latter figure ruled at the lose Saturday, and 
it was supposed, as a matter of course, that it 
would go much higher yesterday. Just how 
much no one knew, but the excitement was 
doubled when Sam Adams, the clique broker 
in the pit, opened the bail by yelling, ‘‘Buy or 
sell May at a dollar!’’ He was surrounded 
by a crushing, pushing, yelling crowd. Baxter 
and several others stogd up ou the edge of the 

it and offered to sell at $1.50 to $2 a bushel, 

ut Adams held to his offer. 

And he got plenty of corn, too. He was 
kept busy tabbing the five and ten thousand 
bushel lots that were offered him. For an 
hour or so this sort of thing continued, until 
it grew monotonous and the crowd began to 
lose interest. Suddenly a perspiring broker 
elbowed his way into the pit to the side of W. 
H. Bartlett, who was supposed to have had a 
hand in the deal. He whispered a word or 
two, and then Bartlett’s arm shot into the air 
as he shouted: 

“Sell May at 901’’ . 

Adams had bid $1 a moment before and the

to the fact that it was not a joke. They knew 
now without question that something had 
gone wrong, with the deal, and a mighty roar 
went up from the pit. In thirty seconds the 
rice was down to 50 cents. The informa- 
ion that started the break was that one of 
Coster-Martin’s checks had been thrown out 
at the Bank of Montreal. For a time there 
was great uncertainty as to the exact condl- 
tion of affairs, but at noon al] doubt was re- 
moved. cretary Stone appeared in the 
north gallery, rapped for order, and made the 
following announcement: 

“All parties having trades with Messrs. 
Coster Martin are requested to close them 
out.”’ 


‘here was a break and immediate reaction 
in —_ wheat and June, July and September 
corn, the firm having been selling those deliv- 
eries short. May sold at 49 cents, with one 
or two transactions rumored at 48 1-2 cents, 
and closed at 49 1-2 cents. The outstanding 
May shorts bought in their corn around 5v 
cents. 

The elevator men were short because they 
had bought corn in the country that ought to 
get here in plenty of time for “4 delivery, 
and had sold here for that month, The weathey 
has been against the movement and grading 
of grain, and so the young men who were in 
the deal found that, having purchased 500,000 
bushels or so of corn around 40 cents, all they 
had to do to make a fortune was to sit down 
and wait for the end of the month. It did 
nowt look ag if it were possible to geb enough 
reguiar corn here to fill the contracts. 

So it seemed Saturday. But all the inter- 
ested houses made extraordinary efforts to 
get the corn in. Special trains were made up 
and rolled in here. The elevator forces were 
kept busy night and day, and the inspection 
department had its forces out Saturday, Sun- 
day and Monday, while the appeals commit- 
tee of the board spent some time at the tracks 
Monday to pass upon any lots whose grade 
was questioned. In this way about four hun- 
dred thousand bushels of “regular No. 2” 
corn were stored in the elevators, and receipts 
were in the hands of the consignees or owners 
on the floor yesterday morning at the opening 
of business. 

It was figured that there was not enough 
cern to fill the outstarding contracts, and in 
the natural order of things the corn received 
yesterday would have been delivered on the 
May contracts, and the unlucky people who 
were unable to get any to deliver would have 
to pay the clique broker $1 a bushel for it or

The Governor Pardons Him on the Plea 
of Humanity. 

FAST DYING OF BLOOD POISON. 


Klux-Elan—Some Pardons 
Befused. 


The governor has pardoned M. T, Whit- 
lock, who was convicted of manslaughter 
in this county three years ago and sent to 
the penitentiary for ten years. 

The case created a great deal of interest 
at the time. Whitlock was well known and 
popular and his trial attracted wide atten- 
tion. He went into a saloon with Neil Beld- 
ing and they became involved in a quarrel 
which finally resulted in violence and Bel@ 
ing fell to the floor with a bullet in his 
breast and soon expired. 

After his trial and conviction an at- 
tempt was made to get a new trial, and 
pending the appeal Whitlock suffered se- 
verely from ulcers and was allowed to be 
taken homie. 
and he went to the penitentiary, where he 
has been sick a long time. From the re 
port of Dr. O’Daniel, longer confinemeys 
would probably end his life. 

The governor in the order granting par- 
don to Whitlock states his reasons very 
fully and quotes Dr. Q’Daniel’s report. 
The order was addres to the pire 
keeper of the penitentiary in the following 
words: 

Whereas, M. T. Whitlock was convicted of 
the crime of voluntary manslaughter in the 
superior court of Fulton county on the 24th of 
June, 1889, and was sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary for a period of ten years; and 

Whereus, Since the conviction he has been 
an invalid greatly’ atilicted with g¢hronic 
diseases, the result of a terrible case of blood 
poison, he has not been able to work since bis 
confinement in the penitentiary; and, 

Wheieas, Dr. O’ Daniel, principal physician 
to the penitentiary, reports his condition as 
follows: ‘‘He has been in the penitentiary 
eleven months and he has not walked a step 
since his confinement. The large indolent 
uleers which he carried with him to the peni- 
tentiary yielded to treatment and were to 
oll meager ange about well at one time, but 
recently the tendency has been to relapse 
and his constitution and vital powers generally 
now seem to succumb. I am fully of the 
opinion that confinement in the penitentiary 
is very damaging to Whitlock physically, and 
lessens his chances to live very long. In 
view of these facts and for the sake of hu- 
manity and without a reasonable hope of his 
recovery, I respectfully recommend executive 
clemency.’’ 

It is ordered that the said M. T. Whitlock 
be and he is hereby ———_ of his said 
offense, and he will be forthwith discharged. 

Other Pardons. 

Sidney Lowe, who was convicted of vol- 
‘untary manslaughter at the May term, 
1884. of Macon superior court, and sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary for twelve years, 
was pardoned by the governor yesterday. 
He was a boy of fourteen when sentenced 
and has served eight years. The judge, 
solicitor and jury ask his pardon. 

John Ivy, of Ware, sentenced to the 
chaingang twelye months for larceny from 
the house, was pardoned by the governor 
yesterday upon — of the judge and 
upon evidence showing doubt of his guilt. 

The Kuklux Broken Up. 


Governor Northen has received a letter 
from Judge Gober requesting the pardon of 
Jefferson Reece and Cicero Bearden, con- 
victed of riot in- Gilmer court last October, 
and sentenced to twelve months in the 
ch@ingang. Judge Gober says he found 
the county troubled with kuklux and re- 
solved to break it up. Accordingly he im- 
posed severe penalties on men he found in- 
dulging in that species of amusement and 
sent them to the chaingang without the op- 
tion of a fine. He says the practice has en- 
tirely ceased, and there have been no ku- 
klux in Gilmer in a year. These men have 
been in the chaingang since October and 
he asks that they be pardoned now that 
they may go home and work the crops upon 
which their families are dependant for sup- 
port. There are only a few months more 
of the sentence, and as the kuklux klan 
has been broken up and the law vindicated 
he thinks it a proper case for executiv® 
clemency. The governor accordingly issued 
the pardon. oe 

Joseph Reason, sent up from Bartow for 
burglary, was also pardoned on request of 
the judge and solicitor upon evidence sub- 
mitted. 

The governor issued executive orders re- 
fusing to grant pardons to lJLandrum 
Hughes, sent up from Fulton for larceny; 
Frank King, sent up from Decatur county 
for burglary; Neill Starke, sent up from 
Fulton for murder, and Henry Wright, 
sent up from Cherokee for horsestealing.

They Have to Say About It. 


Interest in the trip of the Georgia demo 
crats to the Chicago convention is increas- 
ing as the time for the convention ap- 
proaches, and many names are being enter- 
ed from all parts of the state. 

An interesting contest is going on between 
the two routes to Chicago—the Louisville 
and Nashville on the one side, and the Kast 
Tennessee on the other. 

The Louisville and Nashville route is by 
way of the Western and Atlantic, Nash- 
ville, Louisville, and thence straight to 
Chicago.

We will then book their 
names, arrange for sleeping-car berths, etc., 
and make other arrangements for a mag- 
nificent trip on our special train from here 
to Chicago. The sleeping-car rates form 
quite an item, and we propose to reduce 
this,to a minimum by giving all who go on 
our line an opportunity to avail themselves 
of the luxurious first-class coaches, such as 
are used on the route by Chattanooga and 
Cincinnati to the exclusion of the sleepers, 
thereby saving quite an item, which can be 
easily done, as the trip is only one night 
out, and almost the same comfort can be 
secured in our first-class coaches as in the 
sleeping cars. Of course, however, we will 
have plenty of sleepers for all who want to 
make the through trip in them. Our train 
will leave here at 1 o'clock p. m., and will 
arrive in Chattanooga at 7 o’clock p. m., 
and parties can take sleepers from Chatta 
nooga to Cincinnati, and take our first-class 
coaches the next morning at Cincinnati for 
Chicago. Thus the sleeping-car fare will 
not cost but $2 between here and Chicago, 
—_ gid half of that where two occupy one 

rth. 

“Let me say also,’”’ continued Mr. Ki “ 
“that our route to Chicago is not a patel 
up route, made especially for this occasion, 
but is the regular through iine to Chicago. 
The other route between Atlanta and i- 
cago is very rarely traveled by persons from 
this territory en route to Chicago, as its 
schedules are over four hours longer than 
our route. Where one passenger between 
Atlanta and Chicago is carried by the 
Louisville and Nashville and Pennsylvania 
roads, we carry seventy-five by the East 
Tennesste, by way of Cincinnati, connect- 
ing at that _— with the famous Monon 
route, the Cincinnati, Hamilton and Day- 
ton and the Big Four, all among the great- 
est railroads in the world. This gives the 
verdict of the traveling public. I am aware 
of the fact that the other route claims that 
a special schedule will be in effect to ac- 
commodate the crowd that will leave At- 
lanta for Chicago, making the time shorter 
than the regular schedule, but the fact re- 
mains that unless persons who buy tickets 
by that route do not return on the special 
train they must be subjected to the present 
schedules, which are not so desirable as 
ours. I should think our people would be 
loath to identify themselves with experi- 
ments on such an important trip as this. 
Hence, it is safe to assume that the route 
via Cincinnati will secure a greater part of 
the Georgia democrats going to Chicago, 
and not only that, but we will probably ,et 
half of the Georgia delegation to the na- 
tional convention. The East Tennessee rail- 
road will run a solid train, which will be 
perfect in all its arrangements, and I
